The iiiiprovement in (¡ener.il Grant's 
condition continues. 
The President Saturday made several 
diplomatic appointments. 
Mrs. Steinreide. of Memphis. Temi.. has 
eloped with a mulatto coachman. 
Secretary Manning has announced that 
he will not consider any California matters 
lor three weeks. 
On leaving Chicago Saturday I'atti was 
presented with a complimentary letter by 
the Opera Festival Association. 
Charles Mitchell, the pugilist, left New 
York Saturday night for Sail Francisco, 
where lie is matched to spar Oleary. 
Arthur Hcagny, better known :t^ Bobby 
Williams, a popular •.ong and-dance man. 
died last Wednesday of pneumonia. 
Thomas Murnhv, who eloped with a 
preacher's dauaiiltr from Carroll county, 
Maryland, twenty years ago, lias just been 
discovered in the" mountains' 111 the western 
part of that State. 
The Ooroner of St. Louis Legan an in­ 
quest 011 the hedy of (’. Arthur l’reller, the 
victim of the Southern Ilolel tragedy, 
Saturday morning. 
There are no addi­ 
tional developments, beyond those already 
published, disclosed. 
Dr. Newman is strongly impressed with 
the belief that General Grant will recover, 
that the prayers and sympathy ot tin* na­ 
tion have worked the change, and under 
divine hands ilie means now employed will 
effect his restoration. 
A decision has been rendered at Youngs­ 
town. Ohio, ill the case of Kcmberly against 
Anna, which has attracted much interest, 
as it involved $2.00(1,000and a large prnpnr 
tion of the stock in the Grand Central 
mines at Tombstone, A. T. 
In Westchester county. New York, has 
been found a tunnel which contains the 
remains of several rusty picks and shovels. 
It is conjectured (hat this was the Benson 
silver mine, which, with Captain Kidd's 
buried treasure, lias long been searched for. 
Wheeling, West Virginia, lias received a 
shaking up by the report of the Grand 
Jury. One hundred and twenty-live in­ 
dictments were returned, sixty of them 
being for gambling. Among the names is 
that of an ex-Governor and a candidate for 
United States Senator. The newspaper 
oiliees are thronged with people begging 
that ’.lie list of names be not published. 
Postmaster-General Vilas lias issued a 
list of rules governing the appointment of 
l ’ostollice Inspectors. These rules, after 
setting forth the routine for application, 
declare that the candidate must pass an ex­ 
amination before the Board before appoint­ 
ment b the Postmaster-General; that ap­ 
pointments will be nfftdc in the order of 
merit and for six months only: reappoint­ 
ment to depend 011 efficiency. 
Senator Stanford stated Friijay that Gen­ 
eral Grant was now taking, by permission 
of his physicians, a certain specific for can­ 
cerous growth, in which he and his family 
had great faith. W hile the Senator could 
not confirm, of his own knowledge, the 
statement that the doctors had blundered 
or disagreed, he represented the feeling of 
many intimate friends of the family as 
hopeful of the General’s final recovery. 
The Washington Critic has the following 
editorial: “ The Democracy of California 
did little or nothing for Cleveland last fall, 
and appear to be bent 011 doing just as little 
as possible for tiie good of the party now. 
Kent into unreconcilable factions, each de­ 
sirous for recognition by the Administra­ 
tion when neither deserves it, they have 
none but themselves to blame if they g‘i 
home eniptv-lianded. A new deal is needed 
in that State.” 
Mrs. Mary Ireland, whose husband was, 
as alleged, inveigled into Canada by Fng- 
lisli officials and thence transported to Eng­ 
land for trial on a charge of desertion from 
the British army, has received word from 
her husband from Sterling ('ustle. Scotland, 
dated the 6th inst., stating that he has been 
released, us 110 evidence could be found 
against him, and he " would not surren­ 
der." lie said he was left without money 
aud he had to walk to Edinburgh. 
Foreign. 
The Prince of Wales will leave Ireland 
011 tiie 27th inst. 
A new form of settlement of the Mexican 
debt is proposed in England. 
The Golden Gate Park statue of Garfic-ld 
lias been east at Nuremburg. 
Tbe body of General Barrios was buried 
at Guatemala city with military honors. 
The press of Berlin generally express the 
opinion that Kus.sia is humbugging Eng­ 
land. 
Notwithstanding the advance in English 
and Russian securities, war is sdll in the 
London air. 
It is reported that Osman Digna has ad­ 
vised his followers not to light any more 
against tlie English. 
The British Colonial Federation bill 
recognizes the doctrine of .States' rights in 
its most liberal form. 
A Paris newspaper announces that an 
outbreak of a military conspiracy on a 
large scale has occurred in Spain. 
There are persistent minors that the Brit- 
isli troops on the Nile are already suffering 
tortures from the heat, and the facts have 
been deliberately suppressed. 
The United States Consul at Madrid says 
he is informed by the Director-General of 
Health that there is no cholera in Spain, 
arxl that the eases recently reported iu the 
province ot Valencia are not cholera. 
The London Statist advocates the forma­ 
tion of a close alliance between England 
aud Persia. Such an alliance, it is urged, 
would enable England, in the event of war 
with Russia, to cut off Russia's fine of com­ 
munication. 
It is reported that Wadilington, the 
French Ministerat London, has telegraphed 
DePrcycinet that there need he no fear of 
war between England and Russia, as the 
two countries have agreed upon apian for 
settling the .Afghan frontier question. 
Fram e lias demanded from the Egyptian 
Government an unconditional reopening 
of the printing office of the Bosplmre, an 
Egypt ¡an-French newspaper. France also 
iitvs demanded the punishment of the po­ 
lice and other officials who took part in 
the act of suppression. 
Dispatches received in London Saturday 
evening from Vienna and Constantinople 
state that Austria and Germany have 
warned the Porte that the Berlin treaty will 
be annulled if either English or Russian 
war ship- are allowed to pass the Bosporus 
in the event of a vsar bstwecu England and 
Russia. 
A dispatch from Rome to tlie Exchange 
Telegraph Company. London, states that 
the Italian fleet is being fitted out for a 
movement, to the Baltic Sea, and that a 
number of searaen engaged for service in 
tlie Red Sea have been recalled with a 
view to a change of their destination to the 
Baltic. 
The British Admiralty have been in suc­ 
cessful negotiation with Chile for the pur­ 
chase of a part ot the Chilean navy. Four 
second-class torpedo-boats have already 
been bought and orders.been issued for the 
immediate- dispatch of these vessels to 
Vancouver Island for ase in the North Pa­ 
cific Ocean in an emergency. 
The published report of the battle of 
Chalcbuapa, on March 31st, says the Guate­ 
malans left 1,000 0*1 the battlefield. The 
Guatemalans met with a total loss of 1.800. 
The Salvadorians had 50 killed and 150 
wounded, including many officers. Tbe 
Salvadorians’ fire was directed by a French 
officer named Toulet, who was killed in the 
action. The Guatemalans say that to ob­ 
tain the body of General Barrios cost up­ 
ward of twenty lives.

In consequence of this uncer­ 
tainty no rice cargo, s have 11s vet been 
taken from Shanghai. All. or nearly all. 
vessels leaving and entering that portare 
now subjected to search by ollicers from 
French men-of-war outside* 
I la* i’aotai of Sli me!,ai has notified the 
loreign ('on»uls in Shanghai that, in conse­ 
quence ot disturbances having taken place 
in the Province ot Kweichow between na- 
tivcs and foreiqm rs, tiie Viceroy of Nan­ 
king has asked him to request ail missiou- 
aries or Europeans who intended to visit 
tlie uisturbed district to retrain from doing 
so at present. 
I11 consequence of instructions received 
from home, there ha, been considerable 
activity in both the military and naval 
departments here. Every precaution is 
being taken to In* ready for war, and tlie 
fleet is being congregated in Hongkong. 
From the China mail, March 24th: 
It is stated that one of the Canton 
magistrates lias issued private instructions 
that shopkeepers are ¡0 tismi-s all Homan 
Catholic employes. 
The British fleet is rendezvousing in 
Hongkong, but on Sunday last Admiral 
Dowell's flagship, tin* Auda. ious, tbe stoop 
Pegasus and gunboat Firebrand sudden!) 
left here under sealed ordc .-. The Russian 
fleet is also rendezvousing, no one knows 
whore. 
The following are particulars of the fieht 
at Wang Wang Hill: 
The French at daylight attacked Wang 
Wang, and succeeded in taking it Thu 
Chinese sentries were all asleep when-the 
French lire rained in on them : then it was 
inure </t<i /nut, the French playing upon 
them with mitrailleuse and rifle, causing 
great slaughter; 1.1KH.I Chinese killed, num­ 
ber of wounded unknown. The French 
set the town of Wang Wang 011 lire w ith 
rockets. Hundreds of tlie country people 
are flocking into Banca. The Colonel of 
the native militia has been beheaded for 
running away and setting such an example 
to his troops. The Chinese have retreated 
to Lohtow, a small village ab. ut seven li 
from Wang Wang.

From the Japan Mail, April 2d : 
Tea gathering at Fji, near Kioto, where 
the finest crops are raised, will this season 
begin two weeks later ban tusual. 
A corps of telegraph operators is tobe 
attached to each garrison throughout the 
country. 
An additional grant lias been made by 
the War Department, to meet this year’s 
expenses for military students in foreign 
countries. 
1 Mlieors of the engineer- are being trained 
for field telegraphy on Western militan 
methods. 
The ships of the Japanese navy are to be 
all supplied with telephone apparatus. 
His Excellency, Count Saigo, has ordered

distribution in reward of conspicuous ser­ 
vice to industrial progress. 
A serious fire lias occurred at Atami, in 
wicli 154 houses, mostly bathing establish­ 
ments, were consumed.

THE W INNEBAGO RESERVATION. 


The trouble in Dakota, to which we re­ 
ferred on Saturday, has culminated, and 
the President has Ire proclamation restored 
the old Winnebago reservation to the In­ 
dian', and revoked the executive order 
made by President Arthur, February 27th, 
opening it to settlement. 
The ground of 
President Cleveland’s action is that by the 
Sioux . treaty of IStiS the reservation was 
sacredly dedicated to the use of tlie Indi­ 
ans, and that the good faith of the Gov­ 
ernment is solemnly pledged to the main­ 
tenance of that treaty, and that to sustain 
the order throwing tiie lands open to en­ 
try will create distrust among the Indian 
tribes, hinder their education, and gener­ 
ally result badly. 
He takes the ground 
also that the executive order of February 
27th, being in contra vent ion of a treaty, 
was void and inoperative. 
The latter con­ 
clusion of the law of the ease is, of course, 
the stronger, and assuming it to he the law, 
really ends the dispute. 
Put there is an­ 
other side to the case, and it will, verv 
Jikelv, engage the attention of Congress at 
its next sitting. 
In the first place, it is 
adm itted that the Indians do not need the 
land. 
It was originally reserved to them 
for needful purposes. They no longer use 
it for such ends. 
W hat the land is worth 
at Government valuation would be vastly 
more useful to the Indians if paid over in 
ciin. 
The settlers are the heads of some 
500 families. 
They are not raiders or 
lawbreakers. 
They entered upon the lands 
under an order of the Chief Executive that 
was operative to the extent, at least, of 
perm itting 
them 
to 
peaceably 
enter 
and make their horn > on the lands 
T hat order was issued after the whole ques­ 
tio n had been laboriously, exhaustively 
argued liefore the President, and lie and 
his legal advisers decided upon bis right 
to return the lands to the public domain, 
and to usefulness. 
N , rights of the Indi­ 
ans were interfered with—none of their 
possessions were disturbed, or their lands in 
use taken, nor any lands that thcv can 
■possibly use. 
The iueiuliers of the trilie 
have left to them over -AH» acres to each 
family ot four persons. 
The majority of 
the settlers are ex-soldiers of the Union, 
who have gone upon the lands to ¡M*rma- 
nently improve them and bring tliem un­ 
der the plow, and make them contributivo 
to the general weal. 
In their apjical to 
President Cleveland the settlers, on the 
5th of April, ¡minted out that they were 
not interloper'; “ Not a man in our Asso­ 
ciation moved upon this land until the 
highest authorities of our Government 
perm itted him, although many of us have 
waited patiently for homes therein for 
fully two years. 
Feeling that the land is 
our own, we respectfully submit our deter­ 
mination. adopted this day, namely : That 
we wili not leave our homes unless forced 
lo do so by the troops of that Government 
for which jve have heretofore fought, and 
which gave these homes to u» under an 
implied promise to protect us and our fam­ 
ilies—a promise not lightly to lie disre­ 
garded.’ 
In reply to this President Cleveland 


w a rn s them to vacate (lie lands within 


s i x t v dnvs, and in case of refusal notifies 
then) that they will he forcibly ejected. 
T he s e ttle r s must submit to the law. They 
cannot justify any resistance hy force of 
arms. 
Their appeal is to Congress, and 
that body should right them, and buy the 
lands it" need be» ¡"“I •bus benefit the rem­ 
nant of the Indian tribes held to be enti­ 
tled to th e m . 
As the ease now stands the 
Indians cannot occupy the lands, and the 


settlers must not. That President Cleve­ 
land has made a mistake api>ears undenia­ 
ble. The Attomev-Generai sustains him, 
hut his assistant, equally as profound a 
lawyer, reported his opinion to be that 
President A rthur’s order was a lawful one. 


LAST NIGHT’S NEWS. 


LOCAL SANITATION. 


The Health Officer of this city in hi» 
recent very creditable report upon local 
sanitary conditions, says: “ Unquestiona­ 
bly, our most expensive luxury (?) at the 
present time is the cesspool. 
It is expen­ 
sive in construction, the source of a con­ 
stant expense for cleansing and disinfect­ 
ing, a cause of vexation and annoyance be­ 
tween neighbors and with tenants, a con­ 
stant menace to life and health, and un­ 
questionably the occasion of more sickness 
and disease than any other one cause in 
. 
- 
. 
. 
■ 
f 
existence. 
No one thing is the occasion o' 
more frequent complaint to the Depart-' 
ment of Health, and 
its suppression 
would very materially lessen the labors of 
the Health Officer.” 
This is putting it 
strongly; but not a whit too much so. 
“ Unquestionably” the Health Officer is 
correct in his statements, and all attempts 
to explain them away are but lame efforts 
to theorize about soil absorption and quick­ 
sand underdrains. Soil absorption is pre­ 
cisely the trouble with the eessi>ool sys­ 
tem. 
The time will come, and none 
know how soon, when the capacity of 
the soil 
to 
render 
cesspool 
dejiosits 
harmless, will be exhausted. 
Like an 
overcharged sponge, it will be unable to 
take up any more than it can discharge by 
surface evaporation, and this exhalation 
will be deadly poison to hosts of human be­ 
ings. Year after year we have been warned 
of the certain outcome of this system and 
the near approach of the time when we 
will be practically without remedy. 
The 
Health Officer champions a particular plan 
as a substitute for the system. 
W hether it 
is the best of many, is rot the question. 
Nothing could be worse than our present 
system. 
We will never be any better able 
to begin the abolition of the cess-poojs than 
now. 
It will take two or three years to 
fully 
accomplish 
it, 
but 
the sooner 
it is undertaken the easier the work 
and the greater the 
benefits to result. 
That it involves considerable co»t is true, 
but if tlm people will once awaken to the 
truth of the situation they will realize that 
the proposed outlay is simply a wise, 
remunerative and quick dividend paying 
investment, and that the precedent burden 
may justly be visited in large part upon 
the future. 
We thoroughly appreciate 
the difficulty of bringing a majority of the 
people to a plnne of union on this subject 
yet it is possible, and sooner or later must 
he brought about. 
W e cannot have that 
measure of prosperity which is possible for 
us so long as we adhere to a sewerage 
system which is inefficient because suffi­ 
cient natural fall of the drains cannot be 
secured. 
But artificial discharge of the 
sewage of the city can he had, and when it 
is secured and the porous walled cesspools 
abandoned, wc will have attained an envi­ 
able state. 


C-ENERAL 
GRANT. 


While the entire country rejoice- in the 
present improved physical condition of 
General Grant, and there are positive 
statements made of his convalescence, and 
that he is not, after all, afflicted with cancer, 
it will be well to keep in mind that this is not 
the unanimous opinion of his physicians. 
< )n the contrary, we have it in the more 
recent dispatches that the burden of his 
dis -ase is epithelioma. Now the epithelial 
attack affects the skin—the surface—and 
derives it- name from the fact that it is lo­ 
cal : hut it is a fact that it does noi pause 
in its work, but in the majority of eases 
strikes deeper and produces death. 
It is 
possible that General Grant may recover; 
possible that his trouble is from a curable 
ulcer, and is not cancerous ; but if any re­ 
liance is to lie placed upon I lie statements 
of the physicians as telegraphed to us 
here, the probabilities are that General 
Grant will die of cancer, and within a 
comparatively short time. 
W hile 
the 
statements of the physicians as telegraphed 
have been eoufusing, it should be borne in 
mind that they have been badgered and 
annoyed by reporters, and driven to sav 
things that in transcription have been mis­ 
apprehended or misrepresented. 
There 
does not appear to be any substantial basis, 
fur instance, for the sensational statement 
of the New A <irk Smt that cancer is not 
the cause of the old soldier’s illness. 
On 
the contrary, wo have the diieet testimony 
of Dr. Fordvce Baker and other eminent 
physicians that the General is in a danger­ 
ous condition, and is afflicted with a cancer, 
and that there can lie no permanent im­ 
provement in his condition.

At 11:30 the General appeared at a front 
window, and seemed to enjoy the bright 
sunshine which streamed in upon him. 
Feople passing on the other side of the 
street noticed his presence, most men lift­ 
ing their hats, which the General recognized 
with apparent pleasure. About the same 
time Jesse Grant went out fora stroll with 
his little daughter Nellie. She saw the up­ 
turned faces on the other side of the street,

stood, 
and 
quickly 
placing both 
chubby 
bands 
to 
her 
lips, threw a kiss to him. “ There’s grand­ 
pa,” cried the child, as she did so, and in 
response Grant nodded to the child and 
smiled.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


S tate B oard o f H ea lth . 
The regular quarterly meeting of the 
.State Board of Health was held in this city 
Saturday evening; present—Dr. II. S. Orine, 
President: Drs. Cole, Cluness and Tyrrell, 
and, by invitation. Governor Stoncman and 
K. W. Maslin. 
The first business of the meeting was the 
appointment by the President of the regu­ 
lar standing committees. as follows : 
On the salubrity of public institution: — 
schools, hospitals, prisons, factories, etc.— 
Ilrs. Cole, Ornie and Simpson. 
(in statistics relating to life and health, 
modes of employment and of living, and 
the comparative healthfulness of different 
localities—Drs. Briceland and Tyrrell. 
On intoxicating liquors, inebriate asy­ 
lums, pathological influence of alcohol, etc. 
—Drs. Simpson, Cole and Crowder. 
On influence of tree-planting, etc.—Drs. 
Crowder, Urine and Cluness. 
On legislative business—Drs. Briceland, 
Orme and Tyrrell. 
Of all the committees named, the Secre­ 
tary of the Board is ex officio a member. 
The Secretary read a lengthy communi­ 
cation from Dr. H. G. Baldwin, of Arizona, 
asking for tiie appointment of a Quaran­ 
tine Officer at Yuma, stating that he was 
informed from reliable sources that yellow 
fever was prevalent in Sonora. On motion, 
the communication was placed on file and 
the Secretary directed to inform Dr. Bald­ 
win that no Quarantine Officer would be 
appointed at present. 
Dr. Orme stated that lie had conversed 
with some gentlemen from that section of 
the Country, but could obtain no positive 
information of the prevalence of yellow 
fever at this time. 
Dr. Cole wished to know from Governor 
Stonennui If the Board had any power to 
obtain the means of protecting the State 
from the invasion of infections or conta­ 
gious diseases, now that the Legislature 
had refused to appropriate any funds for 
that purpose. 
The Governor replied that there was no 
fund at his disposal for that purpose, and 
no way of obtaining it except by proclama­ 
tion, calling upon each county to levy a tax 
for that especial purpose, and then such 
tax would be under the control of the 
county levying it, and would not be avail­ 
able by the State Board of Health except 
by and with the consent of such county. 
After some further discussion of the sub­ 
ject it was moved that— 
W hereas. T he L egislature o f th e State of Cali­ 
fornia at its last session failed to m ake the* 
necessary appropriations for q u arantine pur- 
]Xises to protect the .State from th e invasion of 
contagious or infectious diseases, therefore, it 
w as 
Hisolved, T hat I)r. R. Beverly Cole, a m em ber 
of the Board, during his contem plated visit East 
in attendance upon th e 
A m erican Medical 
Association, be authorized and instructed to 
confer w ith the N ational Board of H ealth w ith 
reference to obtaining from them sucli assist­ 
ance* in establishing quarantine on the borders 
o f this State as m ay becom e necessary; and, 
further, th at this Board request his Excellency, 
George Stonem an, G overnor o f this State, to 
give his indorsem ent and sanction to this au ­ 
thorization. 
Jhsitheil, T hat Dr. it. Beverly Cole, a m em ber 
of the Board, w hen in W ashington, 11. 
be 
authorized and instructed to exert him self to 
the end of obtaining from the G overnm ent 
quarantine ground,as recom m ended by th e com ­ 
mission ordered by I'resident Haves, and re­ 
ported upon July 15, 1882; and, further, th a t his 
Excellency. George Stonem an. G overnor of the 
State, be requested to indorse th e above reso­ 
lutions. 
Both of the resolutions were adopted, 
and tlie Secretary instructed to prepare the 
necessary eredei11¡aIs. 
on motion, the Secretary was authorized 
and instructed to prepare and distribute 
generally circulars to the people upon the 
subject of cholera, small-pox and yellow 
fever. 


C ro p O u tlo ok. — In speaking of the 
grain in Sacramento county the Galt Ga- 
cettc. which is published in one of the host 
grain sections of the valley, says; The 
acreage devoted to grain this season in this 
section is some 40 per cent, less than that 
of last year. The few showers received 
here during the past month revived tiie 
growing crops admirably, and the wheat 
crop is looking well. 
In some localities 
the “ stand” is not as good as might be 
expected. 
The early winter-sown wheat 
put in previous to the rains, is doing well, 
and with a favorable season will yield good 
crops, whilesummer-fallow will fall a little 
short. W heat is already heading out in 
this vicinity and will mature very early, 
hut the heads are stunted and very inferior. 
Ilay will be plentiful, and of'excellent 
quality if properly cured. The news of the 
sudden and exaggerated rise in the wheat 
market is being cheerfully received by tlie 
farming community, notwithstanding the 
fact that they sold their wheat early in the 
season at extremely low figures. Present 
prices seem to give farmers renewed en­ 
couragement and brightens tip their hopes 
for a more profitable harvest this year tlian 
that of the past season.

INTELLIGENCE. 


Base-Ball. 
T he attendance at the Park yesterday to 
witness the game between the Haverlys, of 
tían Francisco, and the Altas, of this city, 
was the largest of the season, notwith­ 
standing the fact that the weather early in 
the afternoon was cold, cloudy and windy. 
The Haverlys are generally acknowledged 
to be the champions of the Bay City, and 
it was not believed that the Altas would 
make much headway against them, though 
they were reinforced by McLaughlin and 
Barry, of the Unions. It may he men­ 
tioned here, incidentally, that Barry did 
not show up in his usually good form, but 
McLaughlin acquitted himself finely. In 
the first inning both clubs were white­ 
washed. In thesecond, through had playing 
on the part of the Altas, the Haverlys scored 
three runs—Incell, Stein and McCord—and 
Borchers, of the Altas, succeeded in slip­ 
ping around. 
On the third inning, the 
Haverlys were whitewashed, and Borchers 
again made a tally. Both sides were white­ 
washed during the next two innings, and 
the game at the commencement of the 
sixth looked very well—three to two. 
In 
that inning the Haverlys batted Renfro at 
will, and, through overthrows and muffs of 
the Altas, got in four runs—Incell, Stein, 
McCord ami Moran. The Altas retired with 
a goose egg. 
Borchers relieved Renfro in 
the box. Renfro took short stop. Meagher 
went to first base, and McLaughlin behind 
tlie hat. 
The change of pitchers bothered 
the Haverlys, and they' failed to score. 
< ¡orman helped the Altas out by a run, 
made in conseqence of fumbling by their 
opponents; but he didn't get home any too 
soon, as tiie third man on his side hail 
already two strikes called against him, and 
fanned out at the next effort. The Hav­ 
erlys increased their score by tiiree runs in 
the eighth inning—Donahue, McCord and 
Aloran—and the Altas got in two, Renfro 
and McLaughlin, Meagher being put out at 
"home." Neither side scored in the next 
inning, and the game closed with the H av­ 
erlys 10 to the Altas •’>. There was no es­ 
pecially brilliant playing done during the 
game, the most notable thing about it being 
tlie remarkably effective pitching of Incell, 
and the general excellence of the Haverlys 
base-running. 
The playing of the home 
club was so goiVl at times that it made it 
the more exasperating to have it all spoiled 
on other occasions 
by errors. Under the 
circumstances it was creditable to them 
that they were not beaten worse, but the 
result showed that their small amount of 
practice would always toll against them 
when they were pitted against a strong 
club, in constant service.

A F lo ra l T estim o n ial F estival. 
Some days ago a num ber of public- 
spirited citizens conceived the idea of pro­ 
posing to this people, to dem onstrate in 
some sim ple, inexpensive and beautiful 
m anner, the kindly feeling this com m unity 
entertains for their fellow citizen, Margaret 
E. Crocker, whose public spirit, broad 
charities, unselfish benefactions ana un­ 
stinted contributions to public and private 
needs, regardless of religion or class, lias 
built for her a m onum ent in the hearts of 
the people th at will grow loftier and grainier 
as tim e recedes. No sooner had the sug­ 
gestion been made than it received the 
heartfelt approval of all to whom it was 
comm unicated. A m eeting of quite a num ­ 
ber of gentlemen was hastily convened at 
the office of W. P. Coleman last Friday 
evening to "ta lk over" the matter. J. O. 
Coleman stated the object of the gathering, 
and Dr. G. L. Sim m ons was then called to 
the chair, and W . L. Orrnsby selected as 
Secretary. 
Speeches were made by all 
present, and there was hut one expression, 
and that of the sincerest, profotmdest and 
most earnest character, that a fioral May 
festival should 
he 
given 
as 
a 
testi­ 
m onial to Mrs. E. B. Crocker, and th at 
it should be of such a character that 
every m an, woman and child in this city 
and county—and there are none who^ do 
not know of the lady's charitable deeds 
could contribute to it. This, it was un an ­ 
im ously resolved, would be a more titling 
tribute th an plates of graven gold or silver, 
or sounding resolutions and wordy thanks. 
Among the plans proposed was one, upon 
the general details of which there was 
unanim ous agreement. In brief it m ay he 
thus stated : To secure the new A gricult­ 
ural Pavilion, and so far as possible dress 
one of its transepts in vines, evergreens and 
flowers ; to procure, to the extent of means 
raised, set floral pieces of varied designs. 
To possibly erect a very large frame-work 
design, so set with interlacing wires as to 
receive readily the deposit of bouquets or 
hunches of (lowers every person, m an, 
woman and child, is expected to bring. To 
have hands of m usic in attendance, a cho­ 
rus of a thousand children, a May-pole 
dance by some scores of lads and misses, an 
oration, a poem, and possibly, for all who 
wished, the privilege of dancing at the 
close. 
These details were discussed, and 
while no specific feature wasdecided upon, it 
was resolved that som ething of th at charac­ 
ter should he done and in such a way that 
every person would have equal part in it, 
and be made to feel th at his or her con­ 
tribution, however hum ble, was ju st as im ­ 
portant as another's, and just as essential to 
the general success. It is very rare, indeed, 
that in any public m ovem ent such un an i­ 
mity of sentim ent prevails as was m anifest 
at that im prom ptu meeting, or such unsel­ 
fish and heartfelt anxiety to do a public act, 
in which there is to he no fee or rew ard 
except that w hich springs from the con­ 
sciousness of a good action well performed. 
The only tiling upon which there was a 
division' of sentim ent was the propriety 
of a day or night festival. Some held 
that it should he at night only, to accom­ 
modate all who labor by day, and others 
that it should he by day, th at all children 
may attend. 
It was finally agreed to leave 
it to a comm ittee on plans, as also the date 
of occurrence. 
It was resolved to ask all 
.the people of the county to take part and 
contribute flowers ; also all towns and cities 
near to Sacramento, as W oodland, M arys­ 
ville, Colfax, Folsom. Galt, Stockton, Dix­ 
on. Davisville, Rocklin, A uburn, l ’laeer- 
ville, etc. 
It was agreed that the affair 
could be made sueli a May Floral Festival as 
has never been known in California. Finally 
the meeting, on motion of Mayor Brown, 
appointed Dr. G. L. Sim mons, Charles 
McC’reary, Captain H. W einstock, Jam es I. 
Felter, W . P. Coleman, W . L. Orrnsby, 
George M. Mott. W. M. Petrie, J. (J. Cole­ 
man, and others whose nam es are not now 
recalled, a Commit tec on Plans and Action, 
with power to act, whereupon the gather­ 
ing adjourned, w ith the agreem ent on the 
part of the press to refrain from m ention 
of the m atter until plans were well m a­ 
tured. 
Last night publicity was author­ 
ized, and tiie com m ittee stated th at it had 
added 
to 
its 
num ber, appointed sub­ 
committees. to he published hereafter, etc., 
and had agreed th at the festival shall take 
place W ednesday, May nth, and th at it 
shall he both an afternoon and evening 
festival to accom modate all people, and 
free to every one; 
that all the people be 
asked to m ake ready for it. and a genuine 
no-business h alf holiday, and a real revel 
am ong flowers, and a sincere testim onial to 
a lady whose good deeds to people, to the 
city, tu churches, schools, societies, hos­ 
pitals, art. literature and social culture are 
interwoven with the history of Sacra­ 
mento. 
Since the foregoing was w ritten it is, tm- 
officialiy, learned th at it is the intention of 
the Committee of Action to invite the First 
Artillery Regiment, the Sacram ento H us­ 
sars, and the Posts of the Grand A rm y of 
the Republic, to attend the festival as m ili­ 
tary bodies and constitute a guard of honor, 
and to invite all civic organizations to at­ 
tend in their capacity as su ch ,and especi­ 
ally those having uniformed branches. 
If 
this inform ation is authentic, it is probable 
than a floral m ilitary and civic procession 
will grow out of the matter.

S tate P riso n D irecto rs. 
A m eeting of tlie State Prison Directors 
was held in room No. 1(5, State Capitol, 
Saturday m orning, to hear applications on 
behalf of parties confined in tlie State 
Prison at Folsom who desire to be recom­ 
mended for pardon. 
H . C. Firchaugh ap­ 
peared for August Siedel. sentenced in 
July. 13S4, from San Francisco, to serve 
seven years for grand larceny, and intro­ 
duced testim ony from various pat ties as to 
the nature of iiis offense and previous good 
character. 
M. W ilson presented a petition of W m. 
I’rice, sentenced from Yolo county in July, 
1884, to serve two years for embezzlement, 
he having pleaded guilty. 
It was set forth 
that it was his first and only offense; that 
he liad a wife and three sm all children 
totally dependent upon him ; th at he had 
previously borne a good reputation, etc. 
Ex-D istrict Attorney Craig, of Yolo county, 
who prosecuted tlie ease, inform ed tlie 
Board of the facts som ew hat differently 
from the showing made hy Mr. Wilson, 
but 
lie thought, if tlie prisoner would 
m ake reparation to a Mr. Roster, from 
whom lie had 
embezzled 
the money, 
am ounting to $890. it would he an act of 
hum anity, under the circumstances, to 
pardon him , and it would be approved by 
those of the com m unity who understood 
the case. 
Judge Bush, who sentenced 
Price, wrote t Hat. he had become convinced, 
after exam ining into the m atter lately, that 
tlie facts would not w arrant a jury, if tlie 
case bad been tried, in finding the defend­ 
ant guilty as charged, and he thought it a 
proper case for the exercise of the pardon­ 
ing power. 
Several other applications were received, 
hut tlie necessary papers bad not been sent 
w ith them , and they were laid over. The 
Board then went into executive session, 
but w hat was done will probably not he 
made public until a report is made to the 
Governor.

Tlie w ater that has been used there all 
theseyears is river w ater holding a surpris­ 
ing quantity of m ud and other deleterious 
m atters in suspension. 
It is a disgusting 
beverage to strangers visiting the city to 
which they find it alm ost impossible to be­ 
come reconciled, and if their stay is pro­ 
longed they usually come away w ith their 
health seriously im paired. Saeranientans, 
however, insist, despite its repulsive ap­ 
pearance and taste, that it has no bad effect 
on tlie hum an system, th at is, after it lias 
become accustomed to it, as in tiie case of 
old residents. 
But tlie general appearance 
of the resident population and the rem ark­ 
able num ber of funerals constantly taking 
place does not hear out this idea and they 
probably only faintly believe in it them ­ 
selves. 
Nevertheless, although the propo­ 
sition for supplying the city abundantly 
w ith pure water seems one of the fairest 
imaginable, it appears to meet w ith consid­ 
erable opposition from that large class who 
are always opponents of w hatever is calcu­ 
lated to prom ote the public good.—[Kern 
County Californian.

A light frost

damage t>> grain or vegetables was sus­ 
tained. do far it is believed that the grapes 
are uninjured.

\pril 18lii. — Thursday 
night it rained continuously nearly all 
night, precipitating 1.07 inches, and light 
showers fell during the following day, mak­ 
ing a total of ” 15 inches for the week.

Pleasanton. April 18th. -The heaviest 
frost of the season prevailed last night, 
doing considerable damage to potatoes on 
the lowlands.
